English Summary, 
Tho preliminary bkirmish which 
precedes tbo groat political battle 
whioh is to be fought at tho hustings 
in November, was taking placo in the 
Eegistration Courts at the dato ol our 
latest exchanges irc-m England. The 
great substantial struggle on both 
•ideB was at the admission of votus 
under tbo lodger franchise. The Revis- 
iDg iBarriBters have Btruok members 
of this olass off the list for l he simple 
cause that they did not appear to 
support their claims. A bolter or- 
ganization will be necessary before 
the noxt season for registration comes 
round. Tho right ot women to the 
iranchiae has also been raised in ra08t 
of tbo important boroughs. At 
Lamboth and at W oBtminster the Re- 
vising Barristers contented tuemeelve" 
"with saying, when the first woman's 
namo wj> , called, that they should 
take no notice of tho claim. Tho 
presiding barrister at Westminster 
Oiiiled attention <o tho faot that the 
euhjoot cf woman's rights to the frun- 
cbiBe had already been boforo Parlia- 
liament, when Mr. J. S. ilill moved 
to insert the word "person" through- 
out tho Act, instead of ,: man," express- 
ly in order to give womon the fran- 
chise, and the arm ndmont was rejeot- 
ed in order to maintain their exclu-ion, 
»ci that after that decision there 
could not possibly be any doubt as to 
the intention of tho Legislntaie. At 
Manchester no loss than 4,750 worsen 
have claimed to be planed upon tho 
register for the borough as resident 
householders. Miss Becker, who late- 
ly obtained somn celebrity for her 
earnest advocacy of women's rights 
Attended the Registration Court at 
Manchester as tho representative and 
champion of her sex. The chief ground 
which the ladies have for pressing their 
claims rests upon the alteration of the term 
"male persons" in tho Reform Act ol 
1832, to tho more general and compre- 
hensive term of "man" in tho Act ot 
1S67. In a statute passed iu tho reign 
Ol Henry VI, which was passed to de- 
fine and regulate the franchise, tho 
word "people'' was u^ocl, and it has 
been contended that from that time 
up to the passing of tho Reform Act 
of 1862, when "male person" was 
substituted, women had a right to the 
franchise, but it has not been shown 
that they have ever attempted to ex» 
eroise it. The right now claimed by 
wemen, under the torm of ''man," 
wbioh they interpret to signify mant 
kind, will be determined by tho 
Superior Courts boforo tho coming 
election takes place. In the meantime 
the Liberals are satisfied that they are 
gaining ground in tho Registration 
Courts. Nothing denotes more strong- 
ly the progress of Liberal principles 
than the fact that thoro in a move- 
ment on foot to secuio tho return of 
Mr Gladstone for Oxford as a Liberal 
candidate. It is not likely that tho 
Liberal leader will show any anxiety 
or even readiness to listen to th'> over- 
tures of the University, who rejected 
h'm for Mr. Gathorno H trdy ; never- 
theless ho may bo scleoted for tho 
University of Oxford without any 
personal exertion on his own part. 
Theeleotors of Greon^ich, a borough 
Which fifteen years ago enjoyed the 
reputation of being one of the fivo 
most corrupt boroughs in tho United 
Kingdom, are also desirous of roc ur- 
ing the future Prime M nislor as their 
member. Tho good old city of EJirio 
burgh, which has always sought, to be 
represented by talent rather than by 
a strong poliiician, has ma le overtures 
to Lord Stanley, but tho Forcgn 
Secretary remains faithful to his con- 
Btituonts at Lynn. Mr Murphy, ot 
Anti-Papist notoriety, promises tu 
offer himself to tho eleotors of Man- 
chester, in an address, whioh is more 
notable for violonco and for dolootivo 
grammar than lor any particular 
politioal principles, M.r Stuart Milt, 
who would not consent to contribute 
in any way to the expense of bis own 
election in VVesiminbtor, bus offered to 
subscribe towards tho return of Mr 
Bradlaugh lor any constituency whioh 
may bo desirous of securing his 
services. It is mill rumored that Mr 
JDisruoli meditates another flunking 
movement on i ho Irish Church; this 
report gains strength from tho laot 
that some members of the Conserva- 
tive Cabinet havo express (1 them- 
selves desirous of sooitig Homo moditi. 
cation in the Irish Church. The 
Right Hon. Colonel Wilson Button bus 
been appointed Cluel Seorotury lor 
Ireland in succession of Earl Mayo, 
who will Phortly bo on his way to 
India, where, in contemplation of tho 



advent of a Governor General who is 
on iroly now to the country, the old 
project of removing tho soat of Su- 
preme Government from Fort Wil- 
liam, moro familiarly known to us as 
Calcutta, has been revived. Simla ha« 
always hud many supporters amongst 
tho exclusives of tho Civil Service, 
but finding that the opinion of the 
whole European population iB against 
thorn on account of tho extreme dis- 
tance of Simla from tho seaboard, the 
civilians of Boiigal are now agitating 
in favor of Darjeoling, whioh is much 
nearer to Calcutta, and being upon the 
hills would bo fully as healthy as 
Silraa. Of lato yours, and especially 
since tho extension of the Central 
Railway, Bombay hiiB put in claims to 
bo the soat of Government. As she is 
rapidly becoming tho commercial 
capital, it is probahlo that hor claims 
will moot with some consideration, 
but inasmuch as the Northwest 
Provinces and the Punjab are some- 
what disturbed, it is not likoly that 
any immediate attempt will be made 
to remove the cupital from tho Presi- 
dency of Bongal. Tho strike of the 
cabmon oamo to a most inglorious 
termination. Tho Railway Companies 
having succeeded in obtaining aB many 
"privileged" cabs as they required to 
ply for lino iu the stations, tho owners 
of unprivileged, or street cabs, were 
either obliged to give in or to pay bo 
large an amouut in lieu of wages tc 
the drivers of privileged cabs, that 
thoy wore compelled to givo in. The 
S ilicitor Generalship, vacated by tho 
promotion of Sir W. B. Brett, has been 
conferred upon Mr Bnggaluy, M. P. 
for Hereford, an orainent equity 
lawyer.

New i obk, Aog. 12, 1868. 
The hot weather continue? and the city 
ii nnusonlly empty for tho season. The rash 
of people to the country by rail and water 

» has been and is still vary great. Ours and 
■teamers leave hero almost hnur!»\ filled.with 
human freights of half-roasted Ntw Yorkers. 
Canada and tho great lakes possoss peculiar 
attractions at this season, and the Dominion 
is a. id to be filled wiib pleaenro-aeekors and 
sight-seers from American cities, nonb and 
south. Excursion ticki .s to the north, south, 
east or wost may bo bought in this city at 
extremely low prices. Tneso tickets are 
•good' until the let of November next, and 
entitle the bolder to visit, remain over ut any 
of tho places on the route, and return to New 
York at his leisure — providing ibat leisuro 
does not extend to a period beyond the dale 
mentioned. 

The California steamships go crowded each 

■r trip. The rates of passage are Lwer thaD 
ever before. The Pacific Mail (Jompany 
carried passengers on their new steamer 
Alaska, the finest ship 1 have yet seea, and 
the largest merohant Bteamsbip, I believo, 
afloat— for $110 and §80 first ulass, and SGO 
and $39 second and third class. Those rules 

* are in greenbacks. Tbe opposition oom« 
pany'a rates were even lower, except in the 
Bteerage, the rate in which was fixed at $40. 
There is some talk of the opposition being 
shortly withdrawn from the California route, 
it being understood that a compromise oan 

* be effected after tho next election lor directors 
ia the Mail Company, which comes off in 
December, when it is thought McLean, the 
present President, will be superseded by a 
more popular man. 

Notwithstanding tbe warm weather, New 
York and vicinity rejoioes in several first- 
class sensations — the most exciting of which 
ii a tragedy known as the Spicer Poisoning 
The victim— Mr Jobn Spicer, a wealthy 
*> Fifth' Avenue parvepu — lived unhappily 
with his wife. Oo Sonday morning, a week 
ago, be complained of feeling ' mean in tbe 
stomach,' aod sent his colored servant for a 
Seidlitz powder. Tbe powder was bronght 
and banded to Mrs Spicer, who says she gave 
it to her husband, who mixed it himself and 
drank it* fa a quarter of an boar afterwards 
Spicer died in great a^riny. An investiga- 
tion showed that be bad died from the effects 
of strychnine mixed with tbe Seidlitz powder. 
Tbe .Coroner's jury found that the poison 
Was not self-adminidtered, and that it was 
not contained in tho powder vhon it left the 
drnggiat'a. The inference therefore is left to 
be drawn., by the public that either the 
servant or one of the family did tbe poisoning, 
and as the servant could have bad no apparent 
motive, public opinion points to tbe woman 
and tbe dead man's brother (who derives a 
pecuniary interest from his deatb) as tbe 
guilty parties. No arrests have been made.

He ops 
pears however not to have done so, but the 
tilings were all allowed to accumulate from 
year to year between tbe walls and ceilings

' ile/ he had actually struck gold, and went 
to work in n very practical manner to make 
the best possible use of his unexpected good 
fortune. He turned Hie gasfilters, brick, 
layers and others who wore at work on the 
premises out of doors, and uidod by a Dum- 
ber of exports from New York, be went 
through the bouso from roof to basement. 
Tbe building was dismantled, every floor 
taken up, every wall taken down, and every 
inch of space caretully scrutinized. The re- 
sult of tbis minute and thorough overhauling 
was shortly apparent in tbe shape of a 
'guidon dust heap,' which was far more 
valuable than the duct heaps of ' Our Mutual 
Friend.' Up to dite between ten and 
twelve thousand dollars have been realized 
from the smelting process, and it is said that 
when tbe whole lot is gone tbrougb, about 
fourteen thousand dollars will be tbe pur- 
chaser's share of tbe prize. 

A few miles abovo the city, in Long Is- 
land Sound, there is a collection of sunken 
rooks, which, from the disturbing effect tbey 
exercise upon the waters, has tamed for tbo 
locality the title of Hell Gate. Connected 
with this locality a romantic story is told, 
tbe truth of wbich is vouched for by old in- 
habitants. The ftory goes that on the night 
of tbe 25th November, 1780, the British Fri- 
gate Hussar, whilo endeavoring to escape 
through Hell Gate from the French Fleet, 
then entering the harbor at the Narrows, 
struck on whot is known as Pot Rock. The 
officers and crew were saved, but their effects 
and tbe immense treasure on board, amounts 
iug to some 900,000 guineas, and about 80 
prisoners (Americans) manacled, were car- 
ried down with the ship. In due course of 
time a ConrNMartial was ordered by tbe 
British Admiralty, when all the officers 
testified to the circumstances attending tbe 
disaster, and asserted that the treasure con. 
tained in tbe 'run' ol tbe sbip, and secured 
by a brick casing, was lost with tbe sbip, 
Tho vessel was allowed to remain as she 
sunk until 1794, in wbich year the British 
Government sent over two brigs; but after 
two years of fruitless labor, the attempt to 
raise the wreck was abandoned for the time. 
A seoond attempt was made by the British 
Government to recover the treasure in 1819. 
but the American Government interposed, 
and commanded tho e laboring in the in- 
terest of the English Government to desist, 
regarding all British vessels then in our 
waters as prizes of war. At different periods 
afterwards attempts were made to raise tbe 
wreck and secure the moneys, by American 
wreckers, but nil proved futile. At length, 
in 1848, the 'Frigato Hussar Co' formed, and 
every summer since tbe vessel is daily visited 
by tbe submarine operators, uoder the direc- 
tion of Mr G W Taylor. Tho treasons re- 
mains however undiscovered ; but two of 
tbe decks have been removed, 27 of tho guns 
raised, also between 3U00 and 4000 of the 
cannon balls, swords be oogicg to tbe offi- 
cers, and a number of guineas supposed also 
to be their properly, were found in the 
oabin. Bottles con'aioing liquor have been 
from time to time taken up, and 40 of these 
were in Barnum's Museum when situated 
at tho south-east corner of Broadway and 
Ann street, but were consumed in the great 
fire that caused the destruction of tbe build- 
ing. Manacles with pieces of bone attached 
have likewise been obtained. The reqpvery 
of these articles, however, has not enured to 
tbe pecuniary advantage of the company, 
but their recovery has demonstrated be- 
yond question that tbe exact location of the 
'vreok is known. Yesterday a number of 
divers remained on the wreck one hour. 
They brought up witlr them a bag of dirt, 
which upon being washed through a sieve, 
yielded some lrugraenta of iron, a few smull 
stones, rocognised as wliat is known to sea- 
men as English shore ballast, ond the flint 
of an old-fashioned musket. The contractor 
is confident that his ifljrls to recover tho 
treasure will bo ultimately crowned with 
sui;ce*s, and Dr Weisae believes tho treasure 
will be teoovered through tho agency of an 
'Improved Sabu arine Explorer.'

The Coroner held an inquest yesterday 
at the . Police office into the origin of 
tbo lata fire oo Government street. The 
jury consisted of Messrs Piper, MoNiffe, 
Golden aod Mausoll, with Mr McNiffe as 
foreman. After tne jury had visited the 
premises where tbe firo occaried, the follow- 
ing evidence was taken : 

Mr Piper — Heard tbe alarm of fire at a 
few minutes past two o'clock on tbe morning 
of the 3rd inst ; ran into theetrset, but could 
only see tbe light reflected on tbo Theatre ; 
went to tbe rear rf bis own premises ond 
saw tbe Front h Hotel wag on fire ; the 
flames were coming out ol the rear window, 
and at once spread over tbe northerly side 
of tbe kitoheD roof ; at that time there was 
no fire to he seen in tbe kitoban or roof of 
tbe kitoban ; was sure there was no fire in 
the front part of tbe butlding ; heard tbo 
polioe cry, "break open the doors it might 
bo ten minutes after tbe first alarm. 

Patrick Conolly, Polioe officer— Was on 
duty about ten minutes past 2 o'olock on 
tbe morning ol tbe fire with officer McMil- 
lan in Government street; on turning tbe 
corner into Fort street, Mr Murray's baker 
oalled their attention to a fire which be at 
first thought was in the room of Piper's 
saloon ; ran baok to Piper's and gave tbo 
alarm to those inside ; found tbe fire then to 
ba in tbe French Hotel, immediately aroused 
boarders, and in two or three minutes after- 
wards the whole building wag in flames ; 
himself and Mr McCrea bad great difficulty 
in getting out tbrougb tbo dense smoke, some 
one got out through tbe front windows; be 
assisted to break open the adjoining ptcmises 
and take the goods out of tbe stores of Messrs 
Hewlings and Buler & Co; tbis was all done 
before the alarm was rung. 

Mr Joseph Copeland — Was in the Grotto et 
the time he beard tbe cry of fire ; ran up 
street and saw it was in tbe rear of the French 
Hotel; burst open tbe premises and fonud tbe 
fire in tbo kitchen and adjoining room, there 
was also fire overhead, aod a little fire on 
the wall of the room be was in, but he 
could not say if they were connected ; was 
too much excited to observe very closely ; 
in ■ few seconds, as it were, tbe fire spread 
everywhere throughout the building ; made 
a great noise at first, but could find no one 
belonging to the hotel. 

Frank Betello— Was Bleeping in the hotel 
on the nigbt of tbe fire ; beard tbe cry of fire 
below and got up; looked out and saw a 
Urge body of flame coming up the passage ; 
had only time to break a window and escape 
from tho front of tbe bouse; bad bis lace 
burnt by the flames ; tbe fires in the cooking 
ranges were all out before tbe house was 
closed for tbe nigbt. 

Mr Wilson corroborated Copland's evid- 
ence. 

Mr Bigne— Is brother of tho owner of the 
botel ; it was bis duty to close tbe house 
about 12 o'clock ; did so on the night of the 
fire ; did not see any fire in tbe cookery range 
when he locked tbe doors ; does not sleep on 
the premises, but behind, in Douglas street ; 
tbe cook always leaves about 8 o'olock in the 
evening ; be did so on the nigbt of the Gre ; 
no one bas charge of tbo bouso at night but 
a young boy, whose duty it is to let tbe 
boarders in; knows bis brothor is ioeurod, 
but does not know to what amount ; could 
not fix tbe amount of bis brother's loss; the 
cook this morning (Friday) left for Boston 
Bar by tbe Enterprise, and tbe young boj 
who attended to the houao at night is sick ; 
can assign no cause for lite Sra; : s quite ssro 
on hokiog up tbe bouse that tbe kitchen 
fires wore s»fe. 

Id order that tbe cook and nigbt servant 
may bo examined, tbe inquiry was postponed 
until Monday week, at 1 o'olock. 

Ti!B New Upper Phaser River Route 
to (Jaiuzjoo. — The new steamboat built by 
Mr James W Trabey for Mr Edgar Marvin, 
of tbis city, is named tbe Victoria. She will 
be run from Big Bar, a point 140 miles south 
ol Quesnelmoutb, to tbe latter point. From 
tbe Junction, or Clinton, by road to Big Bar, 
is a distance of only 37 miles, while by tbe 
wagon road now in use from Clinton to 
Soda Creek it is 137 miles It is claimed 
that goods can be sent through by tbis now 
route to Cariboo several days sooner than by 
the prceent moans of land transportation, 
that the cost ol carriage will ba much less, 
and that a large section of farming ground 
along the river will be brought into market.

Europe. 

New Yoiik, Nov. 8— Tho Democrat's 
Madrid special say a; tho news from 
Aliranto, Carthagena, Barcelona, Seville 
and Cadiz, announces that moat of tbo 
ship manufactories in those cities havo been 
closed, and workingmen deprived of their 
labor are becoming resiloss and boister- 
ous. Fear of a general riot all over tho 
country, causes great uneasiness to the 
Provisional Government. Tho loan of 
10,000,000 reals opened for tho relief of i 
workingmen lias not bcon entirely sub" 
scribed, for the Bocial question and as- 
sumes here the same aspect as in Paris in 
1848. . . Socialist dabs are forming all 
over Spain. 

London, Nov. 4— Tho Post announces 
tho following programme as tho quasi- 
or'icial dissolution of Parliament to Uko 
place on the 11th inst. All the uncon- 
tested elections are to commence on the 
lfltb. Tho contested elections in tho 
boroughs on tho 17 lb, aud in the counties 
at a later date, 

The new Parliament will be summoned 
to meet on tho 9th of December, when 
the Queen's speech will be delivered and 
the policy of tho Ministry on tho questions 
at issue will bo announced. 

John Evelyn Deimison will bo reelected 
speaker, It is believed the House will be 
ready to proceed to business by the 14th 
of December. 1 ho opposition will pro- 
bably move as a test question an amend- 
ment to the Queen's speech, which tbe 
Houso will debato nntil tho 18th, and 
when the supposed motion will be carried 
by a largo majority. Tho Houso will then 
be adjourned until the following Monday, 
On reassembling tho premier will an- 
nounce his resignation, and that of his 
colleugues. Mr Gladstone will follow with 
a motion to adjourn for tho holidays to 
afford an opportunity for the formation of 
a new Cabinet. 

Edinburgh, Nov. 4 — John Bright was 
publicly received hero yesterday by the 
Lord Provost and a number of the city 
government; lie was presented with the 
freedom of the city. The Court of Ses- 
sions of Edinburgh on final appeal has 
rendered a decision disallowing tho claims 
of women to the right of franchise.
